Rome, October 3. - 
‘The Italian Cabinet agreed at 
an emergency. meeting tonight on 
an immediate grant of 50,000,000 
lire for relief in Southern Italy, 
devastated by flood waters which 
swept more than 30 men. women 
and children to their death during 
the week-end: 


Reconnaissance planes ‘teported 
1,000 square miles of desolution in 


“}four provinces. Mud and water, 


which burst through the river 
baniks. lay 60 feet deep in some 
places, 


In Benevento, 40 miles inland 
from Naples, nearly” 2,000 people 
were homeless tonight. Many 
more of the town's 20,000 inhabi- 
fants were out of work because 
of the havoc in the ie in- 
dustrial quarters. 


‘The Cabinet agreed that big re- 
lief schemes would haye to be 
launched to help peasants whose 
lan@ was reduced to expanses of 
mud strewn with wreckage. 


In the region of Nocera near 
Salerno, five were killed when a 
movie audience panicked. 


Officials said that the damage 
in the whole fiood area is colossal 
beyond calculation at present. 


The Pope today telephoned in- 
structions from his summer seat 
at Castel Gandolfo, near Rome, to 
rush foodstuffs and medicines from 
the Vatican stores to the flooded 
region, :
